To clarify the record, Applicants are reminded that in the Final Office Action dated September 6, 2006, the claimed invention is rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 101 on page 2 and page 3 because it is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Examiner notes the fact that claims 
are defined by their limitations. Section 101 requires such claims to further contain limitations to practical application. The claimed 
invention is ineligible because it has not been limited to a practical application and not rejected under the "technological art test" as 
Applicants alleged. It is respectfully requested that Applicants specifically indicate the portion or portions of the rejection providing this 
allegation. 

Applicants' argument regarding the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102, especially "a crucial part of the instant invention relates to formulating 
a query to identify objects having properties of interest. There is no teaching or suggestion in Marshall as to how the query was 
formulated". Applicants are reminded that during patent examination, the claims are given the broadest reasonable interpretation 
consistent with the specification. In the present case, Marshall teaches in paragraph 2, page 2724, a rule was developed for classification 
i.e. formulating. The Examiner asserts the rule (1) and (2) which are boolean expressions, on page 2724 read on "a query". By the way, 
this is also a 1 12 1 st paragraph issue since Applicants have not disclosed how they formulate a query. 
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
